Great Cost to Taxpayer. 


All this calls for tremendous 
expansion in the training of 
manpower as well as the pro- 
duction of armaments—at great 
cost to the American taxpayer. 
The goal in manpower for the 
armed forces has been set, tenta- 
tively, at 3,500,000 by the sum- 
mer of 1952. The Army’s target 
for this coming summer, alone, 
is 22 or 23 infantry divisions. 

The dollar cost for purely mili- 
tary purposes, according to the 
presidential budget report, adds 
up to more than 61 billion dollars 
for the two-year period dating 
from the outbreak of the Korean 
war to the end of June 1952. 

This figure includes President 
Truman's estimate of nearly $41,- 
500,000,000 for military expendi- 
tures for the next fiscal year, 
beginning this July. It is only 
part of the over-all cost, however. 
Many more billions will go into 
non-military foreign aid, civil 
defense programs, and the whole 
vast area of expansion in govern- 
mental activities—local, state and 
national. 

Brogram Is, Rolling.

Allies Permit Westem Germany 
To Set Up Its Own Foreign Office 


New Occupation Statute Allows Bonn Gov- 
ernment to Establish Relations With 


‘Friendly Nations.’ 


BONN, Germany, March 6 (AP). 
HE Western Allies today formally allowed West Germany to 
set up its first postwar foreign ministry and to establish diplo- 
matic relations with “friendly nations.” 


The permission was granted in 
a new occupation statute published 
here. The statute also relaxes 
many other Allied controls on 
both the internal and external af- 
fairs of the federal republic. 

For the first time since before 
the war, Germany will be permit- 
ted to set up diplomatic missions 
in foreign countries. It will not 
have ambassadors in Washington, 
London or Paris, but will be per- 
mitted to set up official agencies 
along with the consulates-general 
it already has established in the 
— 

aty Is Main Objective. 

Although Bonn officials wel- 
comed the new law as a step to- 
ward normalizing relations with 
the Western Allies. a West Ger- 
man spokesman said the final ob- 
jective was a proposed con- 
tractual” treaty with United States, 
Britain and France which would 
wipe out virtually all occupation 
controls. The Allies promised 
December to talk over such a 
treaty. 


Publication of the statute was 
accompanied in London by the 
signing of an agreement by the 
United States, Britain and France 
permitting the shifting of their 
troops into each others’ occupa- 
tion zones. They agreed also to 
permit the stationing in Germany 
of troops of “any other Allied na- 
tion participating in the defense 
of Western Europe.” 

Adenauer te Keep Portfolio. 

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer is 
e to keep the foreign min- 
ister’s portfolio in his own hands 
at least until he has concluded 
a contractual treaty with the 
Allies. 

Under the new statute, the 
Western Allies reserve the right 
to take over full controls if they 
consider it “essential to security 
or to preserve democratic govern- 
ment in Germany or in pursuance 
of the international obligations of 
their governments.” The occupy- 
ing powers also retain the right 
to review any international agree- 


last ments West Germany may make 


to insure that they do not con- 
flict with Allied interests. 


U.S., BRITISH BAR 
ON PLANE SALES TO 
TITO ABOUT TO END 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
—The United States and Britain 
are reported about ready to lift 
a 2-year-old embargo on the sale 


of military and civilian aircraft 
to Yugoslavia. 


This would mark another big 
step by the West to bolster 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’s gov- 
ernment against the possibility of 
attack by Russian and its Balkan 
satellites. 


The State Department has 
agreed in principle to end this 
bar, officials said today, and is 
working out final details with 
the British Foreign Office in 
London; 

Final agreement would open 
the way for the Yugoslavs to add 
modern jet ard propeller-driven 
fighters to their arsenal. 

A big factor in the American 
go-ahead, responsible officials 
told a reporter, is a steady build- 
up of Romanian, Bulgarian and 
Hungarian air forces by Moscow. 


PAIR SOARS GLIDER 


UP 38,200 FEET TO 
SET NEW RECORD 


BISHOP, Calif., March 6 (AP)— 
A new world altitude record for 
two-place gliders was claimed 
yesterday by two experts who 
said they soared to 38,200 feet. 

The men are Dr. Joachim Kuet- 
tner, German scientist attached 
to an Air Force research group 
at Cambridge, Mass., and Robert 
Symons, of Bishop. 

The old record of 36,100 feet 
was set in 1949 by Harlan Ross 
and George Diebert of Bishop. 

Kuettner and Symons wore 
heated suits and the glider’s cabin 
is pressurized.

No one can réjoice more heartily than 
we do over the fact that the lawyers in 
the largest city in the country are the ones 
who most zealously oppose every move- 
ment which they fear may lead to the 
abridgment of personal, political or civil 
rights.

The .recommendation is based on the con- 
viction that safeguards already in exist- 
ence are adequate to deal with any lack of 
loyalty or integrity at the Bar. 


Principles Undermined 


The oath New York lawyers are required 
to take now and the existing machinery 
for the discipline of breaches of that oath 
and of fair standards of professional con- 
duct give ample assurance that no act 
either disloyal or disruptive of the admin- 
istration: of justice: is likely to go unpun- 
ished. But entirely apart from the ques- 
tion of necessity, there are important 
affirmative ways in which the oath re- 
quirement could operate to undermine 
some of the traditions and principles of an 
honorable profession. 

The establishment of the oath require- 
ment might lessen the freedom of the Bar 
to accept the responsibility of representing 
popular causes. At this time, when 
Communists are being. more frequently 
called upon to appear in the courts, it is 
essential that they should not be deprived 
of their conceded right to be represented 
by counsel of their own choice. ‘ 

A lawyer might hesitate to represent 
accused Communists lest it be said that 
such representation constituted support of 
an organization of the prohibited kind.

A KINDRED SPIRIT, by Richard Sherman, (Little, 

Brown & Co., 148 pgs., $2.50.)

The City Art Museum's instal- 
lation of the Imperial Vienna Art 
Treasures was praised today by 
Sidney Key, curator of Canada’s 


Toronto Gallery of Art, where the 
Austrian exhibition is to be on 
view in August and September. 
The treasures will remain here 
through April 22. 

Key, who said he came to learn 
what he could about effective dis- 
play for the colleetion's only show- 
ing in Canada, declared himself 
particularly struck by the effec- 
tiveness of vitrines, or show cases, 
lighted from within, in which the 
St. Louis museum is displaying a 
number of objets d'art. 

He pointed out, for instance, 
that lusters, colors and contours 
of groups of two and three objects 
have been chosen so that they en- 
hance one another’s beauty. 
Examples, he said, are a seven- 
teenth century bowl of chalce- 
deny, whose opalescent tones har- 
monize with those of its compan- 
ion, a brilliant green jade cup of 
the same century, and onyx and 
jade bowls with enameled gold 
mounts, which have been placed 
in the same cabinet with an agate 
double goblet with gold and enam- 
el mounts and finial. These dra- 
matically-exhibited objects are 


popular pieces in the collection. 

The vitrines were made here by 
museum craftsmen at the direc- 
tion of Perry T. Rathbone, muse- 
um director. Key also said Rath- 


proving to be among the most. 


bone’s arrangement of tapestries, 
armor and paintings seemed to 
make every object fall into its 
“inevitably right spot, giving all 
the important works their proper 
emphasis.” 

“Never before,” said Key, “have 
I known a museum cf this size to 
be faced with a collection of such 
scope and take it so much in 
stride. You have a tremendously 
efficient organization of experts. 
I've learned a lot.“ 

Key, who came armed with 
floor plans of his own museum. 
took numerous measurements of 
the Viennese objects and of the 
pedestals and cases used for their 
display here. 

The Vienna exhibit was seen 
by 10,132 persons in the first two 
days, Rathbone announced yester- 
day. He added that he is con- 
sidering conducted lecture tours 
of the treasures by members of 
the museum’s education depart- 
ment. 

This was not possible during 
the Berlin Art masterpieces ex- 
hibit, because only six galleries 
were used and visitors were re- 
quired to keep moving in one di- 
rection. The current exhibit occu- 
pies all 21 galleries on the first 
floor and visitors may go where 
they please. ; 

If such tours are inaugurated, 
he said, there would be one each 
morning, two each afternoon and 
one on Monday and Thursday 
evenings when the museum is 
open until 9:30 p.m.

“It assumes that we are in- 
capable of determination, that we 
cannot stand a prolonged effort, 
that there is no strength or value 
in the basic traditions and prin- 
ciples of our democracy and our 
way of life.

That Mat- 
thews has little to do with policy 
of any kind is a fact the Soviets 
could searcely be expected to un- 
derstand. 
There are fears which are ir- 
rational. Every attempt at reas- 
surance is considered a sign of 
weakness. That was the paranoid 
mentality of Hitler and the top 
Nazis. Sure of our own strength 
and the rightness of our own 
cause, we shall not fall victim to 
such fears. Patience, persistence 
and fortitude will see us through 
not one but a dozen conferences, 
and always with the conviction 
that nothing must be left undone 
to try to preserve peace 
honor.

S a war correspondent I'm often asked: “Are 
there any atheists in the foxholes?” 
Personally, 1 doubt it. 

But many soldiers, even under fire, think they

They may not pray 
with their lips — but 
they grope with their 
hearts. 

Certainly, in combat 
conditions, actions 
speak louder than 
words—yes, even than 
prayers.

During an infantry 

; operation in North

: — had been severe for 
several days) a‘ minis- 
ter prepared to hold services in a clearing behind 
the front, near the regimental command post. 
A dirty-faced, dog-tired medical corps man passed 
by, joked at the chaplain: “Hey, sky pilot—we're 
too busy today for such hokum.” 


The corpsman went to where a few wounded 
civilian North Koreans were moaning. This wasn't 
his job—but he leaned over and treated every one. 

Indicating the wise-cracker, another youngster 
said to the chaplain: “Excuse George, won't you? 
He's not a bad guy—he's just a lousy Christian.” 

“You're wrong,” said the chaplain, watching 
George tenderly clean an old man's ugly wound. 
He's one of the best Christians I know. I'd rather 
have a boy do a good deed than read the Good 
Book. In time, I'm sure, he'll do both.”

. LIVING SIDE BY SIDE with the troops, side by 

fide with death, the chaplains in our armed forces 
can easily weed out the Sunday Christians from 
the good men. Easier than back home where they 
meet the congregation only when it’s shaved and 
perfumed. 
And it works the other way around. To the G.I. 
the minister or priest is no longer the remote 
figure behind the pulpit, the voice of a sermon, 
& mere symbol. 

By and large, without exception, our boys in 
Korea have un entirely new outlook on the clergy, 
thanks to combat association. 

We've got chaplains assigned to combat units 
down to battalion levels. The G.I.s see them in 
the very front lines, day after day, working beyond 
the call of their duty.

I'VE NEVER SEEN a chaplain toying with a gun 
(except in extreme cases of self-defense) but I’ve 
seen them speaking to the wounded, trying to 
comfort them with a joke, a cigarette, a prayer: 
serving hot coffee when the cooks have been called 
into the line; changing tires on a bullet battered 
jeep, after urging the driver to take a terribly 
needed rest. 

A battalioni commander told me: “We were cut 
off for five days. I think my command post would 
have disintegrated if it had not been for the chap- 
lain. He kept smiling through it all, a better mor- 
ale builder than all the USO shows from here 
to Hollywood. Not only that, but he personally 
spoke to a few kids we had who ‘cracked,’ and 
they went back into the line with a new spirit.”

Red Cross Aids Families in Making Emergency Contacts With Men Overseas, Working Out Problems 


Somehow they just can’t believe 
it’s happening all over again.”

HE personal tragedy of men 

fighting in Korea is com- 

pounded by the geographical 
circumstances that this new war 
front is far away and physical 
means for getting a man home 
quickly are limited. As a result, 
many requests for emergency fur- 
loughs are turned down by the 
services. 

Take, for instance, the case of 
one near-hysterical mother who 
called Desmond’s office some time 
ago. Her 2-year-old boy had 
drowned accidentally in a lake 
while playing on a picnic. Her 
husband was a sailor in the Pa- 
cific. He had been moved around 
a lot and she didn’t have his 
service post office number. Could 
the Red Cross locate him and get 
him an emergency furlough? 

Desmond and his staff immedi- 
ately dispatched a detailed wire 
of the case to Red Cross national 
headquarters in Washington. 
Headquarters transmitted the re- 
— without delay to the Navy 

partment. Since no mail ad- 
dress was available, it took three 
days to locate the man. This is 
considered an unusually long time 
even though the Red Cross has no 
communication system of its own. 
It relies on Army or Navy wires 
and these are necessarily clogged 
with messages relating to the con- 
ge = .—

soon as the sailor was found. 

A different decision was made 
in the case of the private first 
class who was in Korea with a 
military police unit. His father 
was ill of cancer. His life ex- 
pectancy was estimated at be- 
tween two and three months. 
Desmond was able to wire Wash- 
ington that the doctor in charge 
of the case recommended the im- 
mediate presence of the son. His 
father was calling for him con- 
stantly. 

Desmond's wire left St. Louis 
last Nov. 28. A furlough was ap- 
proved by the Adjutant General's 
Office Dec. 1. On Dec. 13 the 
man was in Desmond’s office, ask- 
ing for further advice. By that 
time he had been home for sev- 
eral days with a paper authorizing 
a 30-day leave. 

A non-commissioned officer 
from St. Louis got the same break 


in a case that did not involve ac- 


tual or potential loss of life. A 
reservist, he was shipped to Korea 
while all his family’s savings 
were tied up in a piece of prop- 
erty which was subject to litiga- 
tion. His wife and children lived 
in a furnished room and were 
rapidly running out of cash. 
Something had to be done to get 
the case settled in court. 

As a result of a Red Cross re- 
quest, the non-com got leave to 
come home, retain an attorney 
and make an appearance in court. 

Even happier was the disposi- 
tion of a case involving a Marine 
reservist who had seen three 


years of overseas duty in the last 
war. He had a wife and four 
children, but last August he was 
recalled with the rest of his unit 
and sent to the Pacific. 

A few weeks after he left the 
country his eight-year-old son 
contracted rheumatic fever. And 
as a result of his own rapid trans- 
fer from one Marine base to an- 


reached home and Mary, his wife, 
was near nervous collapse. Mary 
went to ene of Desmond’s case 
workers and explained that her 
son would remain bedfast for 
months and that she was out of 
cash to pay for food and clothing. 


The home service department 
gave Mary money for current ex- 
penses and the local re- 
cruiting officer suggested that 
her husband might be eligible for 
a dependency discharge if the 
Red Cross verified Mary's plight. 
Four weeks later, this Marine was 
home—discharged. 

But, cautious Desmond, such 
cases are rare. Inevitably, they 
involve a family of at least three 
dependents plus a situation of 
real hardship. ‘

ORE common are cases of 

wives like the 22-year-old 

spouse who had to move in 
with her family after her husband 
left to go overseas. He had made 
$65 a week in civilian life. Now he 
was earning $85 a month—and 
for many weeks after his depar- 
ture his allotment checks failed 
to arrive. There was friction be- 
tween the girl and the family, 
partly because the young wife 
could contribute nothing to help 
meet household expenses. 

In this case the Red Cross gave 
some immediate financial assist- 
ance to tide her over until al- 
lotment checks began arriving. It

Frequent, too, are cases where 
wives are left behind with what 
appear to them to be unmanage- 
able financial burdens. One 
young woman Desmond remem- 
bers related how she was unable, 
on her husband’s meager service 
pay, to pay $67 a month on the 
family bungalow plus other pay- 
ments for a washing machine, a 
car and a television set. Desmond 
urged her to see her banker and 
explained to the girl the benefits 
to which she was entitled under 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief 
Act of the last war. 


“If you negotiate with the 
banks you almost invariably keep 
everything you own,” Desmond 
says. “You just have to work out 
a plan. Perhaps they will reduce 
payments. Or suspend them for 
a while. The difficulty is to 
make the worried wives under- 
stand that all is not lost.” 


Financial problems of reserv- 
ists are often particularly acute 
because the men involved have 
usually just begun catching up 
with some of the purchases they 
were never able to make because 
they missed years of income due 
to past war service. The Red 
Cross understands such situations 
and when it decides, upon inves- 
tigation of a case, to give a fam- 
ily some cash to keep it going 
the payment is nearly always a 
grant—not a loan. 

“We make very few loans,“ 
Desmond says. “These young 
people are having a bad enough

“The point is that she didn't 
call to ask for financial help,” 
Desmond says. “Most of them 
don't until they’ve really tried 
every way to help themselves. To 
me, that’s a pretty wonderful 
thing. You hear a lot about 
young Americans not wanting to 
work and crying for help the min- 
ute something goes wrong be- 
cause they think the world owes 
them a living. But that’s not 
what's happening here.”
